CANOPY LEFT SYSTEM

General - the truck canopy was invented many years ago to cover and 
protect general cargo that was placed in the back of a pick-up truck. It was a 
great invention, however it created several problems. It limited the availability 
or usefulness of the front portion of the truck box, as reasonable access was 
only available to one's reach from the tailgate of the truck box. 

There have been many attempts since 1956 to make a truck canopy more 
efficient in terms of access. Unfortunately, they were very cumbersome, 
complicated, or most likely not marketable. The key to marketability is 
simplicity. 
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
